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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues Mamros et al. (hereinafter 
Mamros, U.S. Patent 6,360,269) does not disclose "sending a datagram without IPSec headers". The Examiner disagrees. Mamros 
discloses a protected link is formed between the first node and the second node and all traffic channels are encrypted. (Col. 5, lines 64- 
67) Once the secured link has been established, the first node and the second node are able to communicate securely. (Col. 6, lines 17- 
23) The messages between the two nodes do not contain IPSec headers because the IPSec data is confined to link 213 and channel 203 
(see Figure 2) Therefore, Mamros anticipates datagram not including IPSec header or headers. The Applicant argues "the two phases of 
ISAKMP are not the same as the two phases of IKE". The Examiner would like to point out IKE is interpreted as ISAKMP. The 
interpretation is giving based on the description given on the disclosure, Page 6. Furthermore, it is well known in the art IKE protocol are 
also known as ISAKMP protocol. Therefore, all the elements of the claims limitation is explicitly or implicitly or inherently suggested and 
disclosed by the combination of the references on the record and the final rejection remains valid unless and otherwise the applicant 
added a specific limitation in to the present independent claims, to overcome the rejection without introducing a new matter. 
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
